An  Act  to  amend  the  Gandhidham  (Development  and  Control  on  Erection  of 

Buildings)  Act,  1957. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Seventeenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows  : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Gandhidham  (Development  and  Control  on  Short  title. 
Erection  of  Buildings)  (Amendment)  Act,  1966. 

2.  In  section  3 of  the  Gandhidham  (Development  and  Control  on  Erection  of  Amendment 

Buildings)  Act,  1957  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  principal  Act”),  after  sub-  tw  ytt 
section  (4),  the  following  sub-section  shall  be  inserted,  namely  : — of  1958.

“18 A,  (/)  The  Authority  or  any  person  authorised  by  the  Authority  by  a 
general  or  special  order  in  this  behalf  may*  either  before  or  after  the  institu- 
tion of  proceedings  for  any  offence  punishable  under  this  Act,  accept  from  any 
person  charged  with  such  offence  a sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  rupees  by 
way  of  composition  of  the  offence,
